The art of cooking will be­ 
come a science with the full use of 
the electric oven, the bulletin says. 
Cook books will not say, “Cook until 
done,” or “Leave in a moderate oven” 
or “According to judgment,” hut will 
state howT long and at what tempera­ 
ture it is to be cooked, while tile elec­ 
tric cooker may be depended upon to 
cook it in that w’av without attention. 
The present lack of definite rules 
for cooking is due to lack of control 
over temperature, the M. U. inevsti- 
gator says. 
The electric 
oven 
will 
give full control over the heat. With 
little trouble, high temperature may 
be changed after bread is baked to a 
low temperature for 
cooking 
meats 
and 
vegetables. 
Preheating- losses 
also would be reduced to a minimum. 
The cost of cooking by electricit} 
in many places in Missouri is a little 
greater than the cost of cooking by 
gas. 
Wood or coal heating is usually 
more wasteful than 
either 
gas 
or 
electricity . The greater convenience 
of the electric oven, says the booklet, 
ought to more than compensate for 
the slight addition to expense. 
The bulletin points out that the de­ 
fect of all ovens now' on the market 
is improper insulation. Most of them 
are built to please the eye rather than 
to properly control

heat.

Abner Jones, Peabody fellow in ed­ 
ucation at the University of Missouri, 
and Prof. J. I). El tiff, inspector of ac­ 
credited schools for tile University of 
Missouri, approve a plan presented to 
tile State Teachers’ association during 
its recent session at Kansas City for 
giving informational publicity to the 
conditions of the school of the state.

Not only the standardization of the 
public schools is considered by the ad 
vocates of the improved system, but 
also a division of work with the state 
school inspectors which w ill allow the 
university to aid in standardizing pri­ 
vate schools and junior colleges.

“In the Scandinavian countries noth­ 
ing was talked about except the food 
shortage in Germany, and som e con­ 
firmation of this w as given to me by 
ti Dane, who represents in Berlin one 
of the biggest American packing com ­ 
panies. 
This Dane declared that the 
fat allowance had been reduced from 
eleven to seven ounces a person daily, 
and he stated that the German work­ 
ing population would have a difficult 
time getting through the w inter on 
this 
reduced 
allowance. 
This Dane 
also told me that England w as sup­ 
plying its prisoners in Germany with 
food. 
“Iii Copenhagen I learned that the 
International H arvester company bad 
recalled all of its Am erican em ployes 
from Germany, Afistria-Ilungary, Tur­ 
key and the Balkans and they are be­ 
ing held in the Danish capital aw ait­

ANOTHER WINTER OF WAR. 


Signs are plentiful that real winter 
is close upon the troops in Northern 
France. The nights are cold, far too 
cold for comfort and the characteris­ 
tic 
winter

m arshes is in the air. The trees are 
not entirely bare, hut the leaves that 
remain have turned to a sere yellow, 
while the roadways are covered with 
fallen leaves, which the solidiers here I 
and there heap into little piles for a 
fragrant warming fire.

o th e r winter 
campaign, 
despite that 
5,000,000 soldiers

th is year. The shelters,

Moreover, the armies will be prop­ 
erly’ clad and amply fed. The British 
soldiers will again don their sheep­ 
skins, supplemented 
by 
ample sup­ 
plies of warm caps, 
sox 
and heavy 
boots of rather better type than last 
y e a r’s. 
Many of the 
trenches 
have brick 
floors and practically are drained and 
protected against landslides by tim ­ 
bers. 
The great problem 
of 
the winter 
will be the billeting 
of 
all the new 
divisions which have come out since 
last year. In the villages well behind 
the lines every building and old barn 
has been 
requisitioned, 
cleaned, re­ 
paired and m ade into shelter against 
the wind and 
cold. 
But n earer the 
firing lines most of the buildings have 
been smashed 
into 
ruins,

though they were usable for housing 
purposes during 
the 
summer, 
they 
are plainly impossible after mid-No­ 
vember. The problem

What can be ex­ 
pected of poultry raised in any such 
manner? 
Surely not very much. 
No 
farmer would expect any return of 
profit from any of the rest of his live 
stock on the farm unless he fed and 
cared for it well. The same rule holds 
good with poultry. 
It is a fact that 
the hens will give a better and clearer 
profit without feed, except what they 
pick up. and without the proper a t­ 
tention (all but gathering up the eggs) 
than any other living animal on the 
farm. 
How much more could be ex­ 
pected of them, then, if the right kind 
of attention be given them. The pro­ 
gressive farmer ought to make all 
he can out of every branch on the 
farm. 
Why pay all of his attention 
to one line and entirely neglect an ­ 
other line? 
If he can be convinced 
that it pays better to put in a stock 
of purebred poultry instead of con­ 
tinuing to breed scrubs, he certainly 
ought to make the change, and it is 
up to us who believe in the best pay­ 
ing the most profit, to show this sort 
of farmer the better side of standard 
bred poultry.

natural period without great loss from 
rotting. 
After several seasons of experiment­ 
ing with seemingly possible ways of 
halting this decay, I have finally hit 
upon a simple plan that has served 
splendidly each season since, says a 
w’riter in Baltimore American. 
It is 
simply this: 
When it is time to pick 
the late autumn varieties, a number 
of paper board packing boxes, such as 
glass fruit jars are shipped in, are 
secured. Those boxes have pasteboard 
partitions and will hold about a half- 
bushel of apples. 
The apples are laid, 
not dropped, in the boxes directly af­ 
ter picking, with only two handlings, 
care being taken not to bruise them or 
to rub off the bloom, but to pack them 
just as they are when taken from the 
tree. 
These boxes are stacked four 
high in tiers, with a foot space be­ 
tween tiers, on the back porch, where 
they have open 
air 
without 
being 
rained on. 
W hen freezing weather ap­ 
proach^ 
they are removed 
to 
the 
north side of the attic. 
In this way 
the fruit is kept iii good condition as 
late as the new year, by which time 
some of the fruit of winter varieties 
will have become mellow’. 
This plan 
has been tried one season by many of 
my neighbors also and they ail report 
it a success, so that it seems worth 
passing on. 


Either a half-inch of three-quarter- 
inch cut is best because that length 
insures loss waste and a larger pack 
of corn in tile silo. 
Slow filling makc3 it 
possible 
to 
pack the corn mere thoroughly and 
get in a larger tonnage. 
With rapid 
filling the cost is less, but to fill to 
capacity the silage should be allowed 
to settle and then refill. 
Corn should be uniformly packed in 
the silo and with good distribution of 
stalks and ears. 
If the sides are kept 
about two feet higher than the cen­ 
ter, the silage wedges against 
the 
sides, keeps in the heat of fermenta­ 
tion and kills molds. 
Water needs to be added when fill­ 
ing if the corn in the silo is not moist. 
Water must always be added when the 
corn is very tripe, wdion the corn is 
severely frozen before it is properly 
matured, or when filling late in the 
fall with shocked corn. 
Keep the sides of the silo air-tight 
by filling cracks with soft clay, if the 
silo is wooden, or with cement if of 
masonry.
